The Duty of a King, and the Duty of the People. 


N all Governments (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) there are,’ 
either exprefly or tacitly, certain Conditions between 
the People and their Rulers, which in Confcience 
They are both bound to preferve. In the mere ar- 
bitrary Kingdoms, the ‘Traces of an original Com- 

pew are lefs difcernable ; and by Length of ‘Lime, De- 
itruction of Records, or the Artifice of Princes, the Mo- 
numents of aatient Liberty may be deftroyed ; or, which is 
Worfe, the Minds of the People prepared to imagine that 
either They never had a Right to Liberty, or that it hath 
been cancelled by Prefcription. The/e Dofrines have been 


always inculeated, with great Art, by defigaing Princes : 
; an 
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and, upon the Strength of the Invafion of their Predecef- 
fors, moft Kings afterwards think Themfelves juftly intit- 
led to the fame Powers, which Thofe, who went before 
Them, had notorioufly ufurp’'d. In Order to preferve their 
arbitrary Sway, ‘They are reduced to maintain an Opini- 
on, which draws after it great Danger, and is the ftrongeft 
Invitation to the Attempts of their ambitious Subjects, 
This Opinion is, that Princes are in Themfelves sACRED, 
when once They mount the Throne, though the Means, 
by which They rofe to it, were ever fo flagitious. 

The Princes of Antiquity, particularly, the heathen 
Emperors, ufed to dei/fy ‘Themfelves, with a View of ob- 
liging the People, from a religious Reverence, to fubmit 
patiently to their Extravagancies. ‘The us divinum, 
and Sandity of Perfon, which fome of our late Monarchs 
have afcribed to Themfelves, were but Copies of this Ori- 
ginal, and calculated to the fame Views ; but the People 
have been wife enough, in thefe Kingdoms, to explode 
fuch dangerous and iniquitous Superiftitions. It is, indeed, 
amazing that they could ever have prevail’d at all amongtft 
us. 

Nobody can be fo weak, or fo wicked, as to deny that 
the Pro/perity of Mankind is the great End of Govern- 
ment. Weare all obliged to promote it in our private 
Capacities ; but it is a Duty more peculiarly incumbent 
on the Gevernor of the People. U He-therefore fhould 
play the Tyrant, and pervert his Power to the Deftruct- 
on, or Mifery of a whole Nation, his Crime is infinite- 
ly great, even much the greateft, that Man is capable 
oi committing ; and yet, according to this blafphemous 
Pofition, the worft of Thefe is itil facred and tnviola- 
ble. 

In whatever Light We look upon the/e ab/urd and, dan- 
ferous Sentiments, We may eafily difcover their weak 
Foundation, and monftrous Tendency. But it is very 
happy for us that there is mot. the fame Occafion to ex- 
plode them, at prefent, which there hath formerly. been ; 
though, at the fame Time, they are not fo totally eradi- 
cated, nor are the Attempts to revive them fe inconfide- 
ryoie, as not to deferve our Attention in fome Degree. 

ve People in general are grown too wife to entertain 
Tem any longer ; but it is with Aftonifhment We ob- 
+t ; (Sean Princes have not likewife feea their Error in 

Opagation of them. 
We 
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We have already taken Notice of the Encouragmement, 
which /uch Dodrines have given to the Ambition of pri- 
vate Mea, That Law; which owed its Rife to the doubt- 
ful Title of Heary the 7th, is fufficient of its felf to fti- 
mulate hot Spirits, without theadditional Incentive of a 
general Conference concurring in the Opinion there made 
legal. This Lew declares in Effect a King de Farfo to bea 
King de fure, and inftantly annuls the Right of the fre- 
cedent Prince by the Eftablifhment of the Perfon, who ob- 
tains his Seat. Upon This was grounded the Advice, 
given to Cromwe/ by fome of his Friends, that He fhould 
declare Himfelf King ; and upon ‘This likewife is founded 
the Opinion of feveral Writers upon thofe Times, who 
imagine that He would have maintain’d the Crown in his 
Family to this Day, if He had follow’d that Advice. 

But there is ftill a farther Mifchief init, not only to 
the People, (for That is evident enough) but to the-Priace 
Himfelf. If He attempts, to; ground the/e Sentiments in 
the Minds of his Subje@ts, He muft either fail, or fuc- 
ceed in the Undertaking. If He fails, the Confequence 
muft neceflarily be the total: Alienation of the Hearts of 
his People ; -for the very Caufe of his Mifcarriage muft 
be a Difcovery that, by giving Way to /uch Opinions, 
They make Themfelves his S/eves, and at the fame In- 
fiant that They perceive the Confequence, They-will dif- 
cover the Caufe to be an arbitrary Intention in Him, which 
will always. make Them jealous of Him.——But if He 
thould fucceed, it will only make Him prefume too much 
upoa that Succefs, and lead Him on, by the paffive Prin- 
ciples of his: Sabjects, to pufh fuch Meafures as will bring 
Ruin upon his own Head ;. for Confcience, when hardly 
prefs’d, wall rebel againft Principle ; of which We have 
had Inftances enough in our own Hiftory. 

_ It was the Dependance upon the/e Printiples, ftrongly 
inculeated and artfully fpread in the Reign of King ames 
the Firft, and propagated with the fame A _— by his 
Son, that brought Kang Charles to fo trogical-an End; It 
was a Prefumptien upon the Patience of the People, that 
engaged Him in fo violent an'Exercife'of the Prerogative. 
It was This, which induced Him to govera fo long with- 
out Porliaments ; to raife Monéy upon the; People, -con- 
trary to Lew; and to fupport an evil Admintftration, 
however odious to-the People, from.a very wrong Perfua- 
fion that They were ufeful toHimfelf: ‘Thus, I fay, % 
Fft2 . 
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tell a Sacrifice to that Principle, which He had fo large a 
Share in raifing Himfelf, and proved a memorable Ex- 
ample of this great Truth, that Princes generally find 
their Ruin in That, which They fondly think their ttrong- 
eft Security. We cannot but lament the cruel Deftiny of 
that unhappy Prince, and We know how to acknowledge 
his private Virtues ; but it muft be confefs’d, at the fame 
‘Time, that He ow’d his Misfortune to his Fault, and that 
He had never fuffer’d, if He had never afpir’d to more 
than was agreeable to the Conftitution, over which He 
prefided. If He had expected the A//egiance and Duty of 
bis Sebje@s from no other Motive than That, from which 
it is only due, a Retura of ProteGion,j and a juff Admini- 
firation, He might have lived and died im Peace. Nay, 
He might even have gone fome Lengths with Safety. Buc 
endeavouring to force their Confciences to fubmiffion, He 
only ripen’d the popular Difcontents. Uf thefe Difcontents 
had been kept under by no other Force than That of 
Convenience, ‘They would have thewn themfelves fooner, 
and the Caufes of them might have been early removed ; 
but the long Forbearance of the People, upon the/e Prin- 
ciples, encouraged Him to proceed farther in the fame 
Steps, ¢ill he four’d the Minds of the whole Nation ; and 
thus the Poifon became univerfal, atthe fame Time that 
the Difeafe was intolerable. 

King Fames the Second had a better Fate, though his 
Condué& deferved a worfe. The Calamities of his Father 
could not deter him from walking in’ the fame dangerous 
Path. That defperate Example was too weak to bridle his 
Luft of Power. -- May this be a Leffontoall fucceeding 
Princes not to defire the ‘Temptation ! May it be 
an everlafting Inftruction to all People never to give it to 
their Princes! This Temptation was the fame, that had 
undone his Father. : It was am Adherence to the fame /a//e 
Opinions, which his Brother and Him/eif hadflabour'd to 
encourage from the Reftoration to that Time. They were 
carryd higher, at that Alra, than they had-ever run be- 
fore. He rely’d fo much upon them, that when Thofe, 
who were Friends both to Him and the Publick, advis’d 
tim, in the Career of his arbitrary Meafures, to act with 
more Caution ; He told Them that He knew the Con/cience 
of the People would keep Them quie?. How far He 
was miftaken, and how fatal his Error hath proved to 
Himiell, if pot to the Nation, the Experience of what 
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hath fince happened fufficiently demonftrates. It would 
be nneceflary to bring any ohter Examples of the Diftref- 
fes occafion’d to Princes themfelves by a Thirft of unli- 
mited Power. There cannot be a Truth more fully veri- 
fy’'d by a continued Series of Inftances, in all Ages. I 
have here particulary mentioned but one of the Means, 
which are ufed to attain that unwholfome Kind of So- 
vereignity ; but tMe fame Hazard attends all other Me- 
thods, by which the fame End is to be purfued. The 
Danger lies not fo much in the Manner of the Attempt, 
asin the Attempt it felf. It lies in the Manifeftation of 
a Defign to invade the Liberties of the People; and if 
once They difcover fuch a Defign, unlefs They are funk 
in the loweft State of Corruption and epee i They 
will endeavour to fhake off an Authority, fo plainly level- 
led at their antient Rights and fo contrary to its original 
Defign. 

Moft Princes are inclined to imagine, and taught from 
the Cradle to believe that Thofe, who argue in this Man- 
ner, are abbettors of Faction, and Enemies to them. No; 
They are Enemies to the Growth of Prerogative and Arbj- 
trary Power ; but by being fo, They prove Themfelves to 
be the beft Friends to the Conftitution of their Country, and 
confequently the foundeft Subjeéts to a Prince, who hath 
no Defigns againft the Liberties of his People. 

The whole Tendency of Thefe Difcourfes isto incnlcate 
a rational Idea of the Nature of our Government itito the 
Minds of my Countrymen, and to prevent the fatal Con- 
fequence of thofe flavifh Principles, which are induftriouf- 
ly propagated through the Kingdom by wicked and defign- 
ing Ven. He, that labours to blind the People, and to 
keep Them from all Infraction, may be juftly fufpected 
of bad Intentions ; but He who makes it his Bufinefs to 
open the Underftandings of Mankind, cuts up all Faction 
by the Roots; for it is effential to Wifdom and Know- 
ledge to fupport an egual andjuft Government. 

Having juttified our endeavours in this Manner, we 
may venture to fpeak with Freedom upon that original 
Compa between the PRINCE and the PeoPpLe, which we 
mentioned at the Begining of this Paper ; but to infift much 

upon that Head would be more neceflary in Countries, 
where Liberty. is totally loft, and its Footfteps erazed, 
than in This, Where rhat Compat? hath been fo lately re- 
hewed with the prefent, Royal Family. yet it- is pont 
mes 
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times. proper even here to touch upon ?his original Right 
of the People, that no Man may think the late Coatrad? We 
have mentioned unjuftly Framed ; but our principle Buf- 
is to ground our Arguments uponthe known Conditions of 
our prefent Monarchy. 

Our Conffitution, as now Eftablifhed, is founded on a 
moft excellent Model, We haveall the Advantages of a 
brisk Execution from the Mozarchial Part. From the A- 
riffocratical all the Conveniencies, which are to be found 
in that form of Government ; and the Mifchiefs, which u- 
fually attend it, where it is abfolute and unconfined, are 
in a great Meafure blunted by the Power of the Commons- 
This is the Democratical Part of our Conftitution. Their 
Share in the Balance is vaftly great, as.it muft be in ail 
good Eftablifhments ; and shoe We partake of all the Be- 
nefits and Securities to Liberty which refult from thefe dit- 
ferent Kinds of Government. 

It hath been obferved, indeed that our Work was, in 
fome Meafure, left imperfect upon the laft great Change of 
Affairs ; nor is it furprizing that in a Time of fuch Con- 
fafion, and from the a, of Opinions upon thefe Points, 
fome Errors, or Omiffions, might have happened. Yet.We 
with Pleafure affirm. that befides the Advantages, then 
procured, we likewife obtained the Power of redrefling a- 
ny farther Grievances and Abufes, which might be then 
overlooked, or might hereafter arife in the Adminiftration 
of Government. Our Princes are now made fenfible that 
They are exalted, not. for their own Convenience only, but 
for the Advantage of the Peop/e, and therefore will never 
rcfufe their Confent to any Laws, which may be found ne- 
c-flary for the Happinefs and Security of their Subjects. As 
They know that their Prerogative was fettled only with 
that View, there can never again happen a Conteft between 
us, upon that Foot ; nor can They entertain the Thought 
of preferving any Branch of it, which may in future Ages, 
by various Accidents, he rendered repugnant to the Ead, 
for which it was created. 

The Duty of the People is alfo now fettled upon fo clear 
a Foundation, that no Man can hefitate how far he-is to o- 
bey, or doubt on what Occafions to refift. Confcience can 
battle no longer with the Underitanding. We know that 
we are to detend the Crava with our Lives and our For- 
tunes, as long as the Crowa Protects us, an@ keeps ftrictly 
to 
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tothe Bounds, within which we have confined it. We 
likewife know that We are to do it no longer. ,

and Wizards, but till of late Years, we have heard 
10thing of thofe unhappy Wretches in any Part of England 
except in Norfo/k, where we are informed that a noted 
Wizard fappeared and did very confiderable Damage, not 
oily in that Country, but quite thro’ this Ifland, as there 
isnot any Shire in it, where he has not impoverith’d great 
Numbers by his Sorceries; nay, once he caus’d feveral 
honeft People to make away with themfelyes, by the 
Power of his fpells, which had redduced them to a def- 
pairing Poverty. I remember about the fame time he 
open’d an Oratory near Grocers Alley, in the City of Loz- 
don, and making great Pretence to Virtue and Religion, 
he harangued daily upon the Advantages of ae Poor 
and Abftemious. As he had a good Knack at Perfuafion, 
being help’d by an Imp, which he carried about with him, 
he enduced Numbers of People to make Dacks and Drakes 
of their Money ; they were fo bewitch’d, that they 
thought the only way to want nothing, was to be wort 
nothing ; and this Fafcination did not ceafe ; they had not 
their Eyes open’d to their Folly, till they were auippa 
of the fat Penny, and then becoming fenfible of the Speil 
— had been under, a Cord, a Piftol, or the Thames, put 
aa End to their Mifery ; for tho’ the Wizard got their 
Money by the Power of his Charms, he wou'd not part 
with a Soufe to relieve the Neceffities he had occafioned. 
Since then he has initiated a Number of unhappy Wretches, 
but keeps them dependent on himfelf, and travels the — 
Country, or difperfes thefe his Difciples in all the Coun~ 
tes, where by rubbing the Palms of the poor Rufticks 
With his Pulois Aurews, he dims their Sight, claps Chains 
upon their Legs, and makes them his Slaves for the re- 
mainder of their Days. This Wizard, has a great Num- 
ber of Imps, which he can call together at a Minutes 
Warning, fome in the Shape of Greybounds, but many more 


relembling Labfers, and with thefe, he torments the poor 
People, 


Ln CASHIRE was formerly famous for Witches 
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People, who dare contradict him, or even mutter at the 
Cruelties he exercifes over fuch as he thinks his Enemies. 
I have my felf known a Couple of his Demons, like 
Greyhounds, with a Dozen of Lobfers of an enormous 
Size, break open an Houfe, — away the Mater of it, 
plunder him of his Goods, and fhut the poor Man up in 
one of the Wizard’s enchanted Caftles, where he has fatia- 
ted his thirft of Revenge. Thefe wicked Practices have 


ven him the nick-name of Robin the Devi/, and made 
Fim as terrible, to fome People, as the Devil himfelf. If 
it was not for a few honeft and wife Men, who have 
Counter-Charms, and daily are upon the Watch to pre- 
vent or repair the Damage he intends, or does, it is 
thought, before now, he wou’d have brought the whole 
Nation under his Bondage ; but thefe honeft People, daily 
recover to Sight, and free from their Fetters, feveral, 
who have had the Misfortune to fall into his Hands ; not 
Jong fince, at a Horfe Race, where was a great Concourfe 
of all Ranks, he pretended to Infpiration, and under Pre- 
tence of telling Fortunes, was rubbing the People’s Palms 
with his Pu/ors Aureus, but finding a Counter-Charm, he 
immediately put on another Shape, and with an Air of 
Sanctity,began to harangue upon the Advantages of S/eve- 
ry ; which if rightly underftood, was indeed the only Siate 
of Freedom, fince 1t banifh’d all future Care for either 
them/felves or Pofterity: That the Anxiety. People were 
in for the Prefervation of Liberty and Property, and the 
Uneafinefs which the Poor fuffered by the Contempt or 
Tyranny of the Rich and Great, would be no more ; fince 
Slavery wou’d make all equal, and banith thofe idle Words, 
which were the Caufe of all our Home Diffentions, and 
were of no other Ufe than to fet Neighbours together by 
the Ears. 

Mr. Fog in this Place obferve's, that Poverty 15 @ pro- 
per Preparitive for Slavery ; and therefore acquaints bis 
Readers, that the Norfolk Wizard in order to Introduce the 
Intter, made a fett Speech once upon a Time befcre a mul- 
titude of People in Praife of the Former. He foall lay an 
Abttract of this Speech before our Readers. 

POVERTY, my Friends, (fay’s the Wierrey is infi- 
nitely preferable to RICHES. The w feft and great- 
eft Men have been of this Opinion. Look back (to the 
Life of Valerius Pablicola, Menenius Agripp., and the re- 
nowned Arifides, who all died fo extremely Poor, that 
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they were buried at the publick Charge. Epaminondas th® 
Theban, after the many Victories he had gain’d, and th 
Rich Spoils he had taken, had nothing in his Houfe, whe® 
he died, but a walking Stick, and epually Poor, were Pau- 
jus Aimilius, Attilius Regulus, Cincinnatus, Curius, Fabri- 
tius, Cato Elius, and Marcus Manlius ; the Examples of 
thefe great and wife Men, befides, that of feveral Moderns 
which it wou'd be tedious to enumerate, (as almoft ever 
Man of Letters and Merit in thefe our Days,) fuffi- 
ciently prove, that Poverty is more elegible than Afilu- 
ence ; nay, my own, and the Practice of all great and rich 
Men fhews, by our Neglect of the virtuous Needy, that 
we know they are not in reality Poor, tho’ extremely fo, 
according to the common Acceptation of the Word ; for 
he only is Poor, who is Ignorant, Knowledge is the moft 
folid Riches ; Poverty is the Guide to the Phane of Wif- 
dom, end Wifdom is the Harbinger of Virtue; which is 
of fuch Efficacy that no Man is fo great and powerful, but 
muft pay it Homage : He, who is poffefs’d of Virtue, can 
defire nothing beyond it, and who defiers nothing more 
than he poffeffes 1s fufficiently rich; for Poverty confifts 
not in the want of Money: but inthe Abundance of our 
Defires, and where Virtue is once implanted, it banifhes all 
Concupifcence ; confequently the Man of Virtue, cannot 
be efteemed Poor; Virtue and Poverty are incompatible. 
Every publick-fpirited Man ought to endeavour to intros 
duce Poverty as it is productive of Wifdom and Virtue, 
for confequently the wifeft and moft virtuous Nation will 
ever make the greateft Figure, and be in the higheft Ef- 
teem with its Neighbours. How many ufefull inventions 
do we owe to Poverty? I may fay, that we have very 
few, but what fprang from Neceffity, which, you all know, 
is call’d the Mother of Invention. Agefi/aus fays, that Po- 
verty is the School of Virtue. Ta/etes, that Poverty ren- 
ders a Man virtuous, and contributes much more to the 
improving the Mind than Riches, which commonly diftract 
it with numberlefs Cares, whereas the Poor Man, having 
only the Riches of the Mind, has no Avocations, and pur- 
fues no other Pleafures than that of improving in Wifdom 
and Virtue ; and for this Reafon, you will find more wife 
and good Men among the Poor than among the Rich ; and 
if you will fearch for Content, you will fooner meet with 
it in a Cottage than a Palace. 
Ge Poverty, 
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Poyerty, my Friends, was the Founder of the Roman 
Empire, which was ruined by Riches ; and among the Pa- 
pif's who are right in nothing elfe, they look upon Poverty 
as a fure Guide to Paradice, for which Reafon, when 
they enter into a Relegious Life, they make a Vow of Po- 
verty. If you will but look among the Foets, both An- 
cient and Modern, you will find the beft have been the 
pooreft. Homer, who is reckoned the Prince of Poets, 
was fo poor, that he fang Ballads for his Living. Arifides 
the juft, the humane P/ato, the wife Socrates, many others 
I could name , and all the Modern Writers, whofe Works . 
are worth Reading, were, and are as poor as Church. 
Mice ; andI can attribute the Dullnefs of Osborne and 
Walfingbam, and of fome other Orators, too nothing but 
their being to well paid. 

If nothing elfe could make us in love with Poyerty, its 
banifhing Flatterers, and diftinguifhing between the true 
and the falfe Friend, is fufficient to recommend it. What 
Virtues accompany this Blefling! How humble, modeft, 
cautious of giving Offence, humane and obliging does it 
make us? Poverty alone, will ina very fhort Space, refine 
and polifh us more than along Study of Moral Philofophy. 
Poverty makes usinduftrious, Skreens us from envy, ren- 
ders mt, a oa and Protects us from that torturing Difeafe 
the Gout ; drives all Luxury, Vanity and Extravagance 
from our Doors. 

Oh ! curfed Gold ! of what Evils art thou produétive ; 
what Families, nay, what Nations haft thou fubverted, 
what Sacrileges, what inhumane Murders haft thou com- 
mitted ; what Envy, what Hatred haft thou ftirred up 3 
with what Toil, what Care art thou acquired; with how 
much Care and Pain art thou retained; and with what 
Sighs, what Grief, what Anguifh art thou loft! 

Seneca fays, that he isa greet Man, who can ufe Earthen 
Veffels, as if they were Siver ; but he is a much greater 
Man, who can ufe Silver as if it were Earth. I would 
have you fuch, my Countrymen, defpife the thining Earth, 
which if you fpend, is no longer yours, and if you lock it 
up, can be of no Ufe to you. Embrace a Bleffing which I 
have labour’d, and fhall continually labour to bring upon 
you, I mean that of POVERTY, which I have proved 
oo ig Thing can make you an happy and a truely rich

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He was going on (fays Mr. Fog) when fome of his Difci- 
ples were difcovered picking Pockets, which put his Audi- 
tors into fo great a Rage, that if he had not delivered him- 
felf and them, by going off in a Fog they had certainly been 
torn to pieces.

have more than once obferved Sa Mr. Freeman) that 

the Malccontents, by a pretty hafty Gradation, paffed 
irom maligning the Minifry to vilifying the King, and at 
laft to difpifing the Confitution, and avowing, in plain 
Terms, a Defignto alter it ; that is, in other Words, to 
Jubvert it. his Charge too I have not only made, but 
made good in preceding Papers ; but left the Reader fhould 
not be in a Humour to look back for them, I will juft put 
him in mind of a Fe or two, which will have the fame 
Effect as a larger Difcourfe on this Subjec#, viz. The 
comparing the Condition of his Majeffy’s Subjec?s at pre- 
feit to that of the Romans under Tiberius, and the modeft 
Propofal of making Officers independent, to prevent any 
Danger from the Army. Thefe Facts I fay, are demon- 
ftrative Proofs of the Defigns of the Faéion, and of their 
defiring to gain thofe they could not 4reak, and to fecure 
the Standing Troops, tho’ the State of Things in Europe 
would not permit their Dishanding them. 

Thefe Reports thrown out, thefe Attempts made, and 
Protefts entered into and publifhed on their not fucceeding, 
the fame Perfons took it in their Heads to affirm, they, by 
thefe Practices, had fecured the Hearts of the People, and 
they fhould have inconteftible Proofs of their A ffeétion in 
their Choices of Reprefentatives for compofing a new 
Houfe of Commons ; and of this "tis notorious, they, for 
fome Weeks, made their higheft Boaft as a Point which 
would determine who were in higheft E/cem with the 
Commons of Britain; thefe Men, or thofe who are in- 
trofted with the Adminifration. But as foon as eyer 
they difcovered that their Hopes (if they ever in reality 
had any) were vain, they began to change their Tone, and 
to ibel the Eleéfions in general, as carryed by the Influ- 
ence of Moncy and Power. On which Account they pre- 
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vailed with an inconfiderable Party of Scots Peers to de- 
clare null and void an E/eéfion as fair, free, and legal, as, 
if their Records be fearch’d, will appear to have ever 
happened in the Kingdom of Scotland ; and thefe Protefs, 
to thew from what Parents they iffued, were ufhered into 
the World by Mr. D’Anvers as authentick Vouchers, that 
others, as well as he, intended to difpute the Authority of 
the prefent Parliament. 

to thefe the unfigned Letters in the laft Craft/man, 
have been tacked to prove, that acorrupt and dependent 
Parliament is no Parliament, and the previous Quefion be- 
ing in this, as well as many other Ca/es, begged by the 
Logical Author of the Leiters, this plain, eafy, Inference 
follows, that no Submiffion is due to Laws framed by fuch 
Perfons ; but the People ought to declare for a free, un- 
corrupt Pardiament ; that is, fuch a One as thefe Tribanes 
of the People think fit to approve ; and what fuch a Par- 
Parliament would do, is not hard to be gueffed.

It may be, and doubtlefs it will be pretended, that I 
have mittaken the Sen/e of thefe Papers, and on this Ac- 
count I gueftion not but I fhall be loaded with bard Names 
and terrible Reproaches, all which will pafs tor nothing 
with me, and ought to pafs for nothing with the Pubiick. 
ic will be rather incumbent on thofe fagacious Po/iticians 
who are the Patrons, and fometimes condefcend to be the 
Authors of the Country Journal, to anfwer the Rea/ons 
which have induced me to be of this Sentiment ; and that 
they may not be at a Lofs for them, I will fet them down 
clearly, and in few Words. Such a Refutation, if full in 
its Matier, and unmix’d with Bi/iine/gate in its Expref- 
fron, will do more towards re-eftablifhing the Reputation 
of their Party for Pattiotifm, than forty I.ectures on Co- 
vent-Garden Scolds, or an Hundered Différtations on Old 
Homen. For, as I take it, the prefeat Difpute is not who 
has moft Wit, the Mizifry and thofe who write in their 
Fayour, 
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Favour, or the Ma/econtents and their Scribes in the 
Craft/man and Fog: But which of thefe appear to be the 
be fricn.’s to their Country, or advance Doéfrines the beft 
fy.ted to promoting the Publick Good. | 

Since the Cra/t/man has been fet up, I have always ob- 
ferved, that the Letters publifhed therein have had a 
direct Tendency to influence the Minds of the People a- 
gainft the Per/ons intrufted by the late Xing and the pre- 
fent, efpecially one honourable Perfon, whofe Deftruction 
has been vowed by that human Gentleman, who is, in an 
efpecial manner, the Protecfor of the Country Fournal, and 
who piques himfelf on being the Author of all thofe Heart- 
burnings and Divifions which haye now, for many Years,

blifhing Slavery by Law; it is high Time for every true 

Sere and hearty Lover of his Country, to exert 
imfelf, 


The Confitution hath, fince the Revolution, been vigo- 


roufly attack’d upon Tory Principles ; but now ’tis attack’d 


and undermin’d, with a Defign to fubvert it, on pretend- 


ed 
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Whig Principles, or Whig Principles paifly fo called, as 
. will ist: al in the Courfe of 5 feily fo 6 to fome 
late Craft/men, concerning the Freedom and Independency 
of Parliaments. In this Anfwer we fhall keep clofe to 
the Argument itfelf, and not prophane and veges our 
Reafon with a Mixture of fuch low fcurrilous Ribaldry 
as, A Pry of Minifterial Vermin, Hirelings, Tools of Power, 
Crews of State-Mifcreants, &c. For this, as it hath no- 
thing to do with the Subject, is departing from the Cha- 

Gter of a Philofopber and a Gentleman; a Philofopher or 
Restorer hath no Occafion for dirty Language, a Gentle- 
man will not allow himfelf to ufe it. 

There is not a Subject of greater Importance, than an 
Enguiry into the Nature of our Conftitution. 

To the Bufinefs then, 

The Excellency and PerfeGion of the Conftitution of 
Great-Britain confift in the ju Balance of the Powers di- 
vided among the Three Parts of the Legiflature ; which 
Balance, while it is preferved entire, will keep us from 
falling under the Tyranny of one fingle Power, The 7}. 
ranny, I fay : for there never was aay fingle Power yet in 
the World uncheck’d and uncontroul’d, whether confifting 
of one Man, or five hundred, but funk into Tyranny. 

In order to preferve this Balance as equal as poffible 
between the Three Powers of the Legiflature, it is abfo- 
lutely neceffary, That each of them fhould have a certain 
Kind or Degree of Independency, or, what the Author of 
the Diflertation of Parties very judicioufly call, A Con- 
Fitutional Independency. His Words are, “ The Friends 
“ of Liberty acknowledge, That a Balance of Powers, di- 
“ vided among the Three Parts of the Legiflature, is e/- 
“ fential to our Conftitution, and neceffary to eee it.”” 
And this Mimick of his, the Author of the late Effays in 
the Craft/man, fays, “* That the Independency of the 
‘* Three diftin@ Powers confifts in the free and unbiaffed 
““ Exercife of the Jurifdiction peculiar to each Power, as 
‘* oppofed to the corrupt Influence of the other conititu- 
“ent Powers,” 

This Confitutional Independency, 1 fully acknowledge ; 
that is, /weh an Independency of each Power as is con/iftent 
with and prefervative of the Conftitution. Such an Inde- 
pendency of the Commons, as is confifeent with the Inde- 
pendency of the King ; and fuch an Independency of the 


King, as is confifhent with the Independency of the Com- 
mons 
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mons. Ufay, fuch an Independency of the Commen,, as is 
confiftent with the King’s independency ; tor the Jndepen- 
dency of the Commons may be too great for the Azae’s, 
aud fo deftroy the Conftitution on that Side ; as was the 
Cafe about the begining of the Long Parliament in 1641, 
when that Famous or rather infamous Act was obtained, 
by which the Parliament could not be difolved without their 
own Confent ; for after this Act, the IJndependency of the 
Commons was not Confiitutional, but Abfalute : From the 
Moment this Act was paffed, the Parliament was abinlute- 
ly independent not only of the King, but of the Prople too. 
So that the independency of the Houfe of Commons may 
be too great for the Confitution; and is always fo, when 
he Houfe is able to give Law to the King, and oblige 

ss Affent: For the King muft have his sadependency, as 

‘ell as the Commons, otherwife that Power of the Leg:fla- 
ture couldnot fupport itfelf, but would be loft out of the 
Palence ; that Balance which alone preferves us from fall- 
ing under the Tyranny of one fingle Power. 

This Balance is alteady ftrongly on the Side of the 
Commons, becaufe the /Vealth of the Kingdom is with 
them, and the /o/e Power of giving Publick Money : The 
King hath no Crown Lands, nor any Money but what he 
receives from them: This Wea/th, and this Power of giv- 
ing Publick Money, will forever keep the Balance on the 
Side of the Commons, and render it almoft impoffible that 
they fhould lofe their incependency, but the King muft 
infallibly lofe his, if the exerutive Power of the Laws, and 
his Lega/ Right of difpofing of all Places of Honour, Truf, 
and Profit, be taken from him; for then he would have 
no real Power ; in Confequence of which, his Share in the 
Legiflature would be really gone, however nominaliy it 
might be fuffered to exift ; becaufe, having no Moncy but 
what is given by the other Powers, and being deftitute of 
ail real Power himfelf, he would lie entirely at the Mer- 
of the other Powers ; and though he had a negative voile, 
would never be able to exert it. Thus would his Con- 
Stitutional independency, be loft, and the free and unbiaffed 
Exerci/e of the Jurifdi¢tion, peculiar to bis Power, be ta- 
Ken away ; for this real Power of Di/psfing Places, is as 
al folutely neceffary to preferyve his M je ity’s real Conflita- 
tional indepe dency, asthe Power of giving Money 1s to 
prelerye the, real independency of the Commons. Thi 
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This is the Key-Stone that keeps the whole together ; 
if this be fhaken, the Conftitution totters ; if it be remo- 
ved, our Conftitution falls into Ruin: That noble Fabrick, 
the Pride of Britain, the Envy of her Neighbours, raifed 
by the labour of fo many Centuries, repair’d at the Ex- 
pence of fo many Millions, and cemented by fuch a Pro- 
fufion of Blood, would be in danger of being fubverted 
by the King’s lofing bis Indepenienny as truly as by rhe 
Commons lofing their Independency. 

This is the Conftitution of Exg/aa7; and I call upon the 
Author of Deffertation on Partys (or on his /eteShadcw) to 
explain and vindicate his own following Propofition, in a- 
ny other confffent Senfe, (viz.) ** The Friends of Liber- 
«“ ty acknowledge, that a Balance of the Powers divided 
‘«“ among the Three Parts of the Legiflature, is Effeatial 
tothe Conftitution, and Neceffary tofupport it.” Strange 
indeed! That a Balance of Powers, divided among the 
Three Parts of the Legiflature, fhould be effential to our 
Conftitution, and yet that the Ayvng’s Conffitutional Indepen- 
dency (which is One of the Parts, and which can only be 
fupported by his Power of difpofing Places) fhould be ta- 
ken away.

HE laff Free-Briton contains, fome Remarks on cer 

tain Paffages in a late celebrated Pamphlet, relating 
fe ” great Numbers of Jacobites at this time in Ire- 
and. . 

There is no topick which the Faé¢tion againft the Go- 
vernment have more endeavoured to ridicule, than the 
Fear of bringing in the Pretender, though they daily en- 
deavour to fill the H—/2 of €—mm—ans with Men who 
were once in Arms to introduce him, and though they 
receive all their Meafures from the Dictates of one who 
acted, in the Time of Rebellion, as’ his Principal Secre- 
tary of State.

SPAIN and PORTUGAL 


T HEY talk at Madrid of fending a Froti/iz to Vera. 
Cruz in the Spring, and the great Charges that Court 
has been at, to maintain the War in J/ta/y, has drained 
their Treafury of fuch immenfe Sums, that there is great 
Probability of the Truth of this Report. 

The Succefs Spain has had in Naples and Sicily, and that 
of their Allies in other Parts of J¢a/y, fpurs the Court of 
Madrid on the forming of vaft Defigns. The Eftablith- 
ment of an indepenrent Monarchy in Part of Italy, of 
Power fufficient to controul, and give Laws, to all the reft, 
is, however, the favourite Prajec#, to which the rvling 
Power of that Court feems ready to facrifice every thing 
e Ife : 

His Catholick Majefty has, they fay, confented to enter 
intoa Negociation this Winter, for fettling the Peace of 
Europe ; but upon Condition, that no mention be made of 
the Congueft of /ta/y, much lefs of a Reftitution of them: 
And that Don Carlos be previoufly acknowledged King of 
the Two Sicilies. The Pretenfions of the Imperial Court, 
qo not feem to agree with thefe Preliminaries, 


RoMeE and ITALY. 


UR Accounts continue to differ very much concern- 

ing the Action of the roth paft in Jta/y: This, how- 
ever, is certain, that it was very bloody, the Number of 
dead and wounded, on botb Sides, which were left on the 
Field of Battle amounting tonear 20000 Men. And it is faid, 
that the Jmperialifis fent away 200 Wagpons, filled with 
wounded Men during the Action. The Confedcrates lay 
“aim to a complete Victory, as to Parma, adding, that 
(aey purfued the Enemy two Miles, and 7e Deum a 
ung 
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fang on this Occafion at Paris. Our German Accounts, on 
the other Hand, fay, they attack’d the Confederates, but 
having loft the : rince of Wirtemburg, and General Co/ma- 
mero, kill’'d one in the Middle, and the other towards the 
Conclufion of the Battle, and fo many more of their other 
General Officers being kill’d or wounded, that only Lieu- 
tenant-Colone! Whlenfeld was left to commadd the feven 
Batallions that began the Attack, they retired in good Or- 
der, and gained their former Camp, at Lugara, without 
being purfued.- They left, however, fome Cannon, Stan- 
dards and Kettle-drums, with the Field of Battle, to the 
Confederates. 

We ball doubtlefs bave feveral Particulars of this Aion, 


at Guaftalla, which ere yet wanting ; however, we think, 


we may venture to pronounce from the Accouats we have al- 
ready received, That the FRENcH had certainly the Advyan- 
tage, “ If ( fays a certain Perfon who writes from the 
German Camp) « We could have forced the Enemy to have 
retired to the Streights of that triangular Ground on which 
«<< we fought, where they would have been hemm'd in on all 
«¢ Sides, we [Pould certainly have obtained the Vifory.” 
This. is only faying, in other Words, If we had but done, 
what I muft own we were not able to do, we fhould cer- 
tainly have routed our Enemies the FRENCH. 

The Germans befides are forced to allow, that they lei 
the Field of Battle to their Enemies: That they retreated 
themfelves, and which is worfe than all the reff, left feveral 
of their Cannon and Standards behind them. They add, in- 
deed, that The Lofs of the FRENCH was at leaft equal to 
their own ; but how they fhould know this, when by their own 
confeffion they left the Field of Battle to their Enemies, whofe 
Number, even during the Engagement, was concealed by the 
Thickets from whence they fired, 15, we muff confefi, pae 
our Comprebenfion. 

The Speniards carry it with a high Hand in Sicily ; Ca/- 
tellamare furrendered after 30 Hours Siege. The Count de 
Marfiliac entered Meffina triumphantly, the German Go- 
vernor being retired, with his Garrifon, into the Cittadel ; 
upon which the Count invaded the Caftle of Gonzaga. The 
Inhabitants of that Ifland have, toa Man, declared for the 
Spamards, and not only taken up Arms in their Favour, 
but have equipp’d all their Barks and Galliots to cruize on 
the 
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the Coafts, and to hinder any Supplies being btought to the 
Girmans. 

There is a Report of third Action in Jta/y, in which, it 
it faid, the Zmperialif’s entirely defeated the Confederates, 
and afterwards took Guafalla, and furprized Pizighitone ; 
but we very much doubt the Truth of this. Report. 


GERMANY. 


Rivate Letters from Vienna fay, that Court is not only 
P inclinable to give Ear to Propofals for a General Paci- 
ication ; but even to let the Eftablifhment of King Stani/faus 
on the Throne of Po/and be a Preliminary Article ; but 
how Ruffia may relifh this is as yet an important —s ; 
Befides, even this feems to be no great Step towards an A- 
greement, becaufe, in Return, a Reftoration of Jta/y to the 
Houfe of Aufria is faid to be demanded, which will proba- 
bly find as much Opofition in the Southern Regions, as 
the other in the Nothern.
